On the South Side a bus is to be em 
ployed to serve the Garneau and Univer- 
sity districts as a “feeder” to the street 
railway. Edmonton will thus carry out 
the dual experiment of substituting the 
bus for an established street car line, and 
also of testing its usefulness in providing 


a supplementary service where street car 
lines have not been built 
At the end of a year information will 


be available which will make comparison 
possible between the car and the bus, as 
to the kind of service rendered under 
varying weather conditions, and as to 


cost. This showing will go a good way 
to determine whether the street railway is 
a permanent institution in Edmonton or 
whether is to be succeeded by its self 
propelled rival, and whether extensions of 
service are to be made by laying new 


tracks or by putting down pavement and 
establishing new bus lines 

Last year a bus was temporarily sub 
stituted for the street car on the 102nd 
Avenue run, and this year busses were em 
ployed to maintain a service over the 
105th Street bridge while repairs were 
being made to the high level. The patron 
age ou those occasions rather seemed to 
show that the public preferred the motor 
bus to the street car.

NEW YORK. N.Y 
The last and greatest victory 
Morvich, sometimes called “the 
ent,” was his superb running of

Autocrat of the two-year-olds in 
1921. Morvich had carried the orange 
and jade silks of Benjamin Block to 
11 victories in as many starts.

Morvich got his peculiar name from 
a character in a Russian novel, and 
his career was as romantic as that 
of any Russian fabled in history 
Bred on the California breeding farms 
of A. B. Spreckles. he was brought 
to New York where he won a selling 
race on opening day at Jamaica 

That day he was successively under

Morvich got his nickname, “the 
silent one” because of his unusual 
habits When night fell, he would 
become as silent as a corpse He 
never kicked the sides of his stall as 
horses often do at night,and he sel- 
dom stirred. Old Charley White, his 
negro friend and stable boy, used to 


have to glance into his stall occasion- 
ally to reassure himself that the 
horse was still there 

AMAZING JUVENILE RECORD 

Morvich two-year-old record was 
amazing He won 11° consecutive 
races—every start in fact-—broke 
like the wind, and was ahead at every 
post in every race. His speed was 
stunning, and apparently unbeatable 
The training methods used in pre 
paring the great horse were as 
unusual as was the horse himself 
Morvich was sent into his races with 
no warming up; he seemed to enjoy 
running his races “cold.” 

The publi made Morvich a 5-8 
favorite to win the Derby, but the
